Grounds was horrified to see Mr. Joel 
Fesler, who was judging the two-year- 
old harness ring, to suddenly reel and 
start to fall to the ground, two gen- 
tlemen standing near catching him. 
He was immediately carried from the 
ring and placed upon a cot under the 
shade of a tree. 



Upon examina^Von 
by physicians he was found to be 
dead, heart trouble being the cause of 
his death. 

Mr Fesler’s brother Mr. Tom Fesler, 
wife and daughter. Miss Francis Fes- 
ler, were upon the grounds and were 
quickly at the side of their deceased 
relative. His remains were taken to 
Mr. J. T. Hinton’s undertaking estab- 
lishment and prepared for the removal 
to his home in Mt. Sterling, where 
they were accompanied Mr. Tom Fes- 
ler and family, and a number of 
friends on the 5 :30 L. & N. train. 

Mr. Joel Fesler was one of the most 
prominent citizens of Montgomery 
county, and was considered one of the 
best judges of horses in the State. 
He was about 65 years old and the 
picture of heatlh. He is survived by 
a wife and an adopted daughter. His 
wife was a Miss Jameson a sister of 
Mrs. E. K. Thomas, of this county. 
His death has caused a gloom -.to to 
fall over this entire community.

1909 ; also to report the number and ^<^ntucKy what 
value of all domestic animals, poultry, j Pryor product s 
and swarms of bees on the farm i^pril Missouri they c 
15, 1910, the number and value of 
young animals, such as calves, colts, iinport purposes 
lambs, pigs ; and of young fowls, such ^ fhe white hurley, 
as chickens, turKeys, ducks, etc., rais- 
ed on the farm in 1909. He will be 
further asked to state the number and 
kind of animals sold during 1909 and 
the receipt from such sales, the num- 
ber purchased and the amount paid 
therefor ; and also the number slaugh- 
tered for food and the value of such 
animals. 

The law requires a report of the 
number of cows kept ior dairy pur- 
poses in 1909, and the total estimated 
amount of milk produced on the farm ; 
also the amount of butter and cheese 
sold and the amount received from 
such sale. 

In addition to the inquiry regarding 
animals, etc., on the farm April 15th, 

1910, as, explained previously, the 
census will seek to ascertain the quan- 
tity and value of all eggs, honey, and 
wax- produced on the farm in 1909. 

Of the expenditures of the farm, the 
census schedule will call for a state- 
ment of the amount paid farm labor, 
the amount paid for feed for live 
stock and the amount expended for 
fertilizers in 1310. 

If the farm changes owners or ten- 
ants between the crop year, 1909, and 
the date of enumeration, April 15th, 

1910, it is requested that the occupant 
of the farm in 1910 shall secure the 
above information relating to the 
farm for the preceding year, 1909. The 
owner or tenant this year should leave 
his book record with bis successor. 

The necessity for some written or 
permanent record by the farmers them- 
selves of farm operations^ is obvious 
and its value in furnishing data more 
reliable than guesswork is equally evi- 
dent. I

mood, said that time would prove his 
statements true. That he was the 
first discoverer of the North Pole the 
world would know as he bad the proofs 
to substantiate his claims. Dr. Cook 
also said he would send a ship to the 
polar regions. to bring to America the 
two Eskimos who accompanied him to 
the pole and prove by them as well as 
by authentic observations that be was 
there. 

The New York Herald of Wednesday 
gives the following signed statment 
cabled from Copenhagen by Dr. Cook: 

“I honestly believe I have found the 
North Pole and I am willing to submit 
all my evidence to pure science, as- 
tronomers and explorers, awaiting 
■with calm and clear conscience their 
verdict and that of the world. 

“If Commandre Peary says he has 
discovered the pole I believe him, and 
while I decline to enter into a contro- 
versy with him, I feel that in justice 
to Mr. John R. Bradley and other 
friends, I must refute the statement 
which Commander Peary is said to 
have made, that I took his Eskimos 
and his stores. The Eskimos are nom- 
ads ; they belong neither to Peary nor 
Cook, and I paid them ten times the 
value of the gun and knife agreed up- 
on at the start. 

‘‘In reply to the foolish charge that 
I did not leave the mainland, I will 
only say that I am organizing, at my 
own epxense, an expedition under the 
command of the brave Arctic epxlorer, 
Capt. Otto Sverdrup, to go to the 
North and find the two boys who ac- 
companied me to the pole and bring 
them to civilization to tell their story 
to the world. They will confirm every 
word of my story, and, although no 
scientists, their evidence is entitled to 
the weight due to the testimony of 
men who are familiar with the Far 
North. 

‘‘Until they come I ack the world to 
believe in me, and will soon furnish 
to it evidence gathered by me with 
scientific observations and am confi- 
dent that the jury of the whole world 
will render the verdict that 1 have 
planted the flag of my country at the 
extreme North.
